TO  THE  CHALRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Chairaan  and  Oentleaen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  ay  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  I96O, 

Froa  a health  point  of  view  it  was  a good  year  for  the 
people  of  Colne.  Apart  froa  a aild  epideaic  of  aeasles  the 
incidence  of  infectious  fevers  was  low.  The  pattern  of  the 
infectious  fevers  has  been  steadily  changing  since  the 
beginning  of  the  Century.  All  the  usual  children ''s  diseases 
have  becoae  ailder  in  their  effect.  The  reason  for  this 
could  be  that  the  causal  organisms  have  becoae  less  virulent 
or  that  the  better  conditions  have  resulted  in  a greater 
resistance  to  aicro-organisns. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  Colne's  population 
is  19,640  whilst  the  provisional  I96I  Census  flgxire  is  230 
less  or  19,410.  It  is  hoped  that  more  manufacturing  firms 
will  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  in  Colne. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  population  is 
an  increase  of  1.8  on  the  previous  yesir's  rate  and  1.1  more 
than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  28  per  1,000  live  births.  Unfortunately 
it  is  an  Increase  on  last  year.  Six  of  the  Infant  deaths 
under  one  month  were  due  to  congenital  malformation  and  it 
suggests  that  more  research  is  necessary  into  the  causes. 

The  food  people  eat  affects  their  sense  of  well  being 
or  otherwise.  It  is  very  Important  therefore  that  food 
shops  and  food  preparing  centres  should  be  constantly 
supervised.  The  F^blic  Health  Inspectors  are  still  our 
first  lino  of  defence  against  unsavoury  standards  of  food 
hygiene.  Unfortunately  this  all  takes  time  and  food 
poisoning  is  still  a very  serious  hazard. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  my  staff  for  their  help  and 
assistance  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Borough  of  Colne  is  well  situated^  healthy  and  in 
excellent  natural  surroundings.  It  is  600  ft.  to  800  ft, 
above  sea  level.  There  is  good  natural  drainage  and  a 
plentiful  water  supply. 

Approxiaately  one  half  of  the  workers  were  erployed 
in  the  textile  industry.  The  other  nain  industries 
are  plastics,  engineering,  building  and  civil  engineering, 
metal  goods,  leather,  construction,  transport,  professional 
services,  public  services  and  adainl strati on,  distributive 
and  various  aiscellaneous  services. 

The  unemployed  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
194  (140  men  and  3A  women),  of  which  83  aen  and  1 woaan 
were  temporarily  unemployed.  Due  to  the  reorganisation 
in  the  cotton  industry,  the  wholly  unemployed  figures  rose 
steadily  from  January  to  April,  after  which  there  was  a 
gradual  decline.  Apart  from  this  period,  there  has  been 
little  short  time  working  throughout  the  year.  Outstanding 
vacancies  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  for  aen  and  63 
women.  There  is  a demand  for  skilled  workers  in  the  area 
which  cannot  be  met  by  the  persona  at  present  registered 
as  unemployed.

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLET  MATERNITY  HOME 


The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in 
Barrowford  Road,  serves  the  Borough  of  Colne  and  the  neighbouring 
districts. 

The  accomodation  available  consists  of  14  maternity  beds  and 
2 isolation  beds.  The  maternity  block  contains  2 labour  wards, 
sterilisation  room,  nusery  and  duty  room.  There  is  also  an  ante- 
natal clinic,  observation  block,  kitchen  and  laundry. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Home  has  been  very  fully  occupied. 

Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  rooms 
for  the  proper  nursing  of  special  types  of  cases,  e.g.  difficult 
labours,  post  eclampsia,  heart  conditions,  caesarian  section 
and  premature  births,  and  particularly  for  the  provision  of  ante- 
natal beds. 


PREMATURE  INFANTS 


Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Hone  until 
their  progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  term 
pregnancy. 


Premature  babies  born  at  hone  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  or  hospital  if  the  hone  conditions  are  unsuitable.  The 
midwife  has  access  to  special  equipment  maintained  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Offices  for  premature  babies,  should  it  be

ANTE.-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CARE 

Expectant  mothers  are  urged  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
and  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  they  offer. 

Mothers  are  strongly  advised  to  have  at  least  one  post-natal 
examination  approximately  six  weeks  after  the  baby  is  born.  A 
great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfort  and  ill-health  is  borne  by 
sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that  such  suffering 
is  an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of  post- 
natal examinations.  At  the  present  time,  too  great  a difference 
exists  between  the  number  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations.

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

(Under  Part  VII  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936) 

The  Welfare  of  children  has  long  been  the  concern  and 
interest  of  this  local  authority  and,  in  spite  of  the  powers 
to  act  being  transferred  to  the  County  Council,  the  interest 
is  always  present. 

Information  of  cases  of  neglect  or  cruelty,  or  both, 
reaches  the  Department  through  very  many  channels.  These 
are  usually  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers, 
Attendance  Officers,  and  on  many  occasions  through  nei^bours. 
All  rumours  or  reports  are  investigated.  Warnings  are 
issued  if  necessary  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  case  or 
cases.  If  all  this  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  is  communicated  with,  and  he  visits  the 
house.  Usually,  this  has  a salutary  effect.  In  all  cases 
where  warnings  have  been  issued  or  there  has  been  a suspicion 
of  neglect,  close  supervision  is  maintained. 


CHILDREN’S  ACT.  1946 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children 
come  under  the  care  of  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County 
Counoil,  The  Department  is  responsible  for  children  who 
are  for  one  reason  or  another  deprived  of  the  normal  care  of 
their  parents. 

The  children  are  cared  for  in  children's  homes,  residential 
nurseries,  hostels  and  foster  homes.

AMn  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  infectious  diseeses  during  the  year 
was  low,  with  the  exception  of  aeasles. 
outbreak  at  the  end  of  August  which  lasted  until  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  aajority  of  these  cases  were  in  the 
4 and  5 years  age  groups.  Of  the  3«  cases  of  whooping 
cough,  most  were  in  the  saae  age  groups  as  for  measles, 
and  occurred  mainly  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  seasons. 


VACCINATIOH 


SMALLPOX  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a large  number 
of  parents  do  not  accept  the  vaccination  of  their  children 
against  smallpox.  With  the  increasing  number  of  people 
travelling  by  air,  and  thus  getting  from  one  spot  on  the  globe 
to  another  in  a matter  of  hours,  the  chance  of  smallpox  being 
introduced  into  our  area  is  very  much  greater.  I would  strongly 
urge  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated. 


TUBERCULOSIS  - B.C.O.  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  school  children  who 
had  reached  the  age  of  13  years.  The  response  was  better. 

B.C.O.  vaccination  gives  protection  against  tuberculosis,  and 
protection  is  very  necessary  as  there  are  still  many  undiscovered 
cases. 


It  is  proposed  in  the  future  to  offer  vaccination  to 
children  of  14  years  and  upwards,  and  to  students  at  universities 
and  colleges. 

'-OLIOMTELITIS  - Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was 
offered  to  persons  from  the  age  of  6 months  to  40  years  and  to 
expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  Injections  are  necessary, 
the  first  two  at  an  interval  of  4 weeks,  and  the  third  one  no 
less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection.  The  response 
has  been  very  satisfactory.  It  has  been  decided  to  commence 
(in  the  near  future)  with  a fourth  injection  as  a further 
safeguard.

Dear  Sir, 

I have  pleasure  in  subaitting  ay  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Statistical  information  with 
brief  coament  is  set  out  under  the  respective  headings  later  in  the 
Annual  Report.  A few  general  observations  provide  a foreword  to 
this  report. 

HOUSING. 

Apart  froa  the  deaolition  of  the  remaining  two  blocks  of  back 
to  back  houses  in  Nineveh  Street  and  Parliaaent  Street  early  in  the 
year  no  other  claim  C8ui  be  aade  for  progress  in  slum  clearance. 

The  last  clearance  order  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  was  on  property  in  Collingwood  Street  and 
Rodney  Street  and  dated  September,  1938 • 

Although  there  has  been  a stemdstill  in  the  rehousing  of 
people  froa  Clearance  Areas  by  the  Corporation,  there  has  been  a 
marked  movement  of  people  away  froa  the  properties  on  Bunkers  Hill 
which  are  Included  in  the  current  programme.  In  one  block  of 
fifteen  houses,  which  were  inspected  in  1959p  all  of  which  were 
then  occupied,  it  was  found  on  a recent  check  that  only  nine  were 
still  occupied.  This  is  being  repeated  in  many  properties  which 
are  to  be  represented  over  the  next  two  years.  Vandalism  Invariably 
sets  in  after  a very  short  time  and  for  those  tenants  who  remain 
the  conditions  become  more  trying  as  the  months  go  by. 

SUUOHTSRHOUSES. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  twelve  months  ago  has  been 
accepted  by  then  and  an  Order  made  fixing  the  1st  January,  19ol 
as  the  date  when  the  restrictions  take  effect.  No  other 
slaughterhouse  nay  now  be  opened  without  the  consent  of  the  Ministry. 
The  Ministry  are  satisfied  that  facilities  are  suitable  for  the 
present  smd  the  foreseeable  future  for  the  slaughtering  needs 
of  the  town  and  those  adjacent  districts  which  now  rely  on  the 
facilities  provided  by  the  Public  Abattoir  and  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  town. 

The  modernisation  of  the  Public  Abattoir  in  Colne  ten  years  ago 
was  a pioneering  effort  which  is  now  being  compulsorily  required 
of  all  local  authorities  having  public  slaughterhouses.  Many 
visitors  including  butchers,  public  health  workers  and  members 
of  local  authorities  have  come  to  the  Windy  Bank  Abattoir  each 
year  since  1952  to  see  modem  equipment  for  slaughtering  Md 
modem  methods  of  preparation  of  carcases  for  the  butcher  s shop. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  was  a marked  Increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered 
during  the  year.  Cows  slaughtered  increased  by  250  and  cattle 
other  than  cows  by  170.  More  pigs  and  calves  were  slaughtered. 
Against  this  the  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  decreased  by  2,7o7. 
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Less  than  1%  of  cattle  and  pigs  were  found  to 
lesions  and  all  these  were  of  a linor  degree.  It  was  found  that  35^ 
of  the  cows  slaughtered  had  soae  part  or  organ  condemned  due 
to  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  - this  figure  has  not  decreased 
for  several  years,  A large  number  of  casualty  animals  come 
into  the  Public  Abattoir  and  these  are  given  very  careful 
consideration.  Many  of  them  come  in  due  to  injuries  which 
often  require  the  jointing  of  the  carcase  neat  to  find  the 
extent  of  bruising  associated  with  their  injury.  On  a 
comparative  basis  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  about 
the  same  as  the  previous  year  but  from  a tine  consuming  standard 
the  increase  in  cattle  slaughtered,  particularly  of  cows, 
caused  an  increase  in  the  time  given  to  meat  inspection.  This 
is  now  taking  half  the  working  tine  of  one  inspector. 


SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Long  and  careful  deliberation  was  given  by  the  Health 
Committee  to  the  extent  to  which  we  should  embark  on  controlling 
domestic  smoke  by  the  creation  of  smoke  control  eureas.  Eventually, 
a programme  for  the  first  five  years  was  decided  on.  The 
first  area  will  comprise  property  in  the  Barrowford  Road 
district  which  will  become  smokeless  in  August,  1962.  Then, 
at. yearly  intervals,  there  will  be  additions  to  this  area  by 
an  extension  working  Eastwards  through  the  Housing  Estates  and 
including  property  to  the  North  of  the  ring  road.  A long 
term  programme  to  cover  the  entire  built-up  part  of  the  town  was 
agreed  on  to  become  effective  over  a fifteen  year  period. 

The  first  smoke  control  order  was  prepared  and  submitted 
in  March,  1961  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation.  It  is  expected  that  a public  enquiry  will 
be  held  later  this  year, 

STAFFING. 


Mr,  J.  Preston,  the  Chief  Clerk  was  ill  for  most  of  the 
period  covered  by  this  report.  He  returned  to  work  in  October 
and  has  improved  in  health.  We  were  fortunate  in  our  choice 
of  part  time  assistants  covering  the  period  whilst  he  was  ill. 
First,  Mrs.  J.  Booth  came  for  a period  of  six  months  and  then 
Mrs.  N.  Hardacre  covered  the  later  period,  the  last  two  months 
on  a full-time  basis.  It  was  a case  of  holding  the  fort  and 
this  we  did  with  their  help.

his  three  yw  sandwich  course  at  the  Salford  Royal  Technical 
College  in  the  Spring  of  I96I.

WATER  SUPPLY 


TOWN'S  WATER: 

Th#  town's  water  is  obtained  from  a catchment  area  of  780 
acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor  and  feeds  the  Laneshaw 
Reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance 
Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed 
in  1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per 
hour. 


The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.

Chlorination  plant  installed  in  the  Laneshaw  Filter  House, 
during  1942,  treats  both  the  low  level  and  high  level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  and  Candy  mechanical 
pressure  filters. 

Ten  samples  have  been  analysed  for  plumbo-solvency,  and 
the  amalyst  states  that  plumbo-solvent  action  is  negligible. 

Mains  extensions  to  one  existing  bouse  and  to  six  new 
houses  have  been  laid.  Reservicing  work  under  an  assisted 
scheme  has  given  improved  supplies  to  numerous  older  houses 
in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

The  water  in  the  outlet  main  from  the  open-service 
reservoir  at  Bents  is  re-chlorinated.

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 

fifty  dwellings  obtain  their  water  from  private 
sources.  These  are  mainly  farmhouses,  and  country  cottages. 
One  such  premisee  was  connected  to  the  public  mains 
supply  dtiring  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  of  sewers  within  the 

area. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley.  Road. 

The  reconstruction  of  these  Works  was  practically 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  treatment  now 
comprises  grit  removal,  detritus  maceration,  primary 
settlement  in  two  circular  settlement  tanks,  primary  and 
secondary  filters  with  recirculation  suid  humus  tank  treatment 
of  the  filter  affluent.  The  sludge  from  the  primary  tanks 
and  the  humus  tanks  is  collected  in  sludge  wells,  conditioned 
with  lime  £ind  copperas,  and  pressed  in  filter  presses  to 
remove  the  excess  water.  The  pressed  sludge  is  stored 
at  the  Works  and  sold  for  agricultiiral  purposes. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  to  43  new 
houses. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
supervision  and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  area  and,  where  necessary  their  attention  is 
directed  to  cases  of  river  pollution.  No  cases  have 
been  reported  during  the  year. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATIQH 


There  were  50  pail  cloaets  and  41  privies  still  in  use 
in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  aost  of  these  cases 
there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water , but  no  sewer  available. 
Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate 
the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  filter,  but  due  care 
should  be  taken  before  installations  are  carried  out,  to 
ensure  that  laoid  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents. 

In  Septeaber™  1958»  for  a period  of  three  years,  the 
Council  Bade  available  a Grant  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  a pall  closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  Grant 
is  £25,  or  half  the  cost  of  conversion,  whichever  is  the 
lover.  In  six  instances  this  Grsint  was  paid  to  the 
respective  owners,  at  an  average  of  £21  each.  In  four  other 
cases,  Standard  Grants,  under  the  provisions  of  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959p  were  paid  to  owners. 

The  conversion  of  154  waste-water  closets  into  fresh 
water  closets  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review. 
This  figure  is  the  largest  nuaber  of  waste-water  closets 
converted  or  abolished  in  any  one  year  since  the  Scheae  started 
in  the  early  1930 's. 


The  Corporation  Gramt  of  £?  10s.  Od, , per  conversion 
was  Bade  in  72  instances.  The  other  82  conversions  coaprised 
part  of  laproveaent  schemes  subaitted  to  the  Council  for 
approval,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  involved  qualified  for

One  hundred  and  four  smoke  observationSp  each  of 
30  minutes'  duration,  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  36 
factory  chimneys  in  use  in  the  district.  In  10  instances  it  was 
found  necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  smoke  nuisance 
to  the  management  of  the  firms  conoemed.  26  visits  were 
made  to  premises  regarding  smoke  emissions,  and  advice  given 
to  management,  engineers  emd  stokers.  The  number  of  factory 
chimneys  in  use  was  reduced  from  40  to  36.  Three  firms 
left  and  one  firm  changed  hands.  In  the  later  instance,  the 
chimney  was  demolished.  No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

No  requests  for  prior  approval  of  new  boiler  plants 
were  received. 


Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  Ist,  1957»  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  now  require 
the  provisions  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for 
heating  or  cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  is 
practicable  the  emission  of  smoke.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public.  The  Corporation  owns  Public  Baths  and 
Swimming  Pools,  which  were  opened  in  1909. 

They  consist  of  the  following;- 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children's  swimming  pool,  shower 
and  foot  baths,  and  also  seats  for  spectators,  with  dressing 
cubicles  and  sanitary  accomodation.  There  is  also  a series  of 
medicated  baths.  The  children's  swimming  pool  is  closed. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  automatic  doser  after  filtration 
and  reheating.  Eighteen  samples  of  bath  water  »6J"e  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  9 from  the  inlet  and  9 from  the 
outlet.  Of  these  samples  obtained  from  the  inlet,  4 
satisfactory  and  5 unsatisfactory.  Of  the  9 collected  from  the 
outlet,  8 samples  proved  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory.  A 
new  filter  plant  is  being  installed  during  the  early  part  of 

1961. 
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D I S I N F ESTATION 


Disinfestation  is  here  taken  to  include  all  insects  and 
parasites.

There  are  on  the  register^  3 manufacturer/retailers  and 
64  retailers.  The  former  are  small  traders  supplying  their 
own  needs  and  the  latter  retail,,  almost  exclusively, 
pre-packed  ice  cream.  In  addition,  there  are  2 motor  vehicles 
from  neighbouring  authorities  from  which  ice  cream  is  sold 
in  the  district.

The  iaportance  of  cleanly  practices  is  stressed  to  all 
food  traders  and  others  handling  foodp  and  no  opportunity  is 
Biased  of  speaking  to  various  organisations  or  of  prominently 
displaying  clean  food  posters. 

FOOD  POISONING 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

This  occurred  during  November  and  concerned  a young  woman 
of  18  years  of  age.  Investigations  shoved  that  the  organism 
responsible  was  ClostrijdiuB  Welchii  (heat  resistant)  and  that 
the  vehicle  of  Infection  was  cooked  pork  which  had  been  served 
for  dinner^  and  the  remainder  made  into  sandwiches  and  sold  later 
in  the  afternoon.  Nine  additional  cases  were  discovered  of 
employees  from  the  same  source.  The  contributory  factor  was  the 
poor  cooling  conditions  for  joints  of  meat  cooked  one  day  for 
serving  the  following  day.  Advice  was  given  to  the  management 
and  catering  staff  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  any  such  incidence. 
All  employees  affected  recovered. 

HEAT  INSPECTION 


PUBLIC  ABATTOIR; 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Abattoir  by  the  North 
East  Lancashire  Neat  Wholesalers  Ltdc^  on  their  own  behalf 
and  for  any  other  butcher  requiring  animals  slaughtered,  at 
charges  agreed  by  the  Corporation. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Abattoir  in  1951/52, 
additional  lairage  provided  in  1953|  and  a refrigerator  and  an 
overhead  weighing  scale  were  installed  in  1955 ♦ During  1959 
an  additional  roon  was  made  available  in  which  the  N.E.L.
